@iscovery of the Petit Bleu.

The colonel emphasized thiz point, with
the view, as explained, of showilng how
certain  newspapers had  travestied the
facts, ul he ereated! a mlild sensation by
adding:

The witness then rebutted the charges

“What a mistake,” he added, “would
have bwen averted in 184 had they acted
In the saume way in regard to Dreyfus.”

This remark caused murmurs of approval
in court.

What the witness gathered aboutr Ester-
hazy's character, he continued, created the
wurst impression upon him, but he learned
nothing to connect Esterhazy with any act
of espionage. Therefore he did not men-
tlon his suspicions. An agent, however,

as ordered to watch Esterhazy, who had

mpletely compromised himself through

Cuers spesk, Henry and Lauth had not
done everything possible to impose silence
upon him. Before the Basle incident Ceol.
Picguart had decided to speak to Gen. de
Boisdeffre about Esterhazy.

“In answer to my request,’” said the wit-
nesz, “Gen de Boisdeffre wrote me, asking
me to meet him at the train on his arrival
friom Vicehy. While driving from the rail-
road station to the genernl’'s hotel T told
him all T had done In regard to Esterhazy.

“I affirm that Gen. de Boisdeffre knew
that this question was to remain a secret
between us and that T was not to mentlon
it except to the minister of war,

“1 knew Esterhazy was anxious to enter
the war office and 1 did not regard his de-
sire favernbly., T communicated my im-
pressions to my chiefs, who approved all
my steps, and the application of Esterhazy
wits rejected.

Sample of Esterhazy's Writing.

“His insistence, however, only increased
my uneasiness regarding him and I resolv-
ed tor obtain a specimen of his handwriting.
I was immediately struck with the simi-
larity of his handwriting and that of the
bordereau, and forthwith T had the letters
of Esterhazy which were in my possession
photographed. and showed the photographs
to Maj. Du Paty de Clam and M. Bertillon
(thes handwriting expert), between August
25 and September 5.

The colonel emphasized this point be-
cause M. Bertillon affirms he saw the pho-
tographs In May, 18, and made a note of
them, wher-as the letters were not written
on that date. The conflicting testimony of
Plegquart and Bertillon on this point had
heen  used to diseredit the former's evi-
dence,  Col. Pleguart, continuing, said
Paty de Clam, on seecing the writing, forth-
with declared it was that of Matthew
Dreyfus, the brother of Capt. Dreyfus.

The witness, continaing, said:

““Youn know,” he maintained, ‘that the
bardereau is the joint work of Alfred and
Maithew Dreyfus.’

“M. Bertillon sald:
of the bordereau.’

“ M. Bertillon tried to disecover where 1
Fad oblained the handwriting, but the only
information I imparted was that it was cur-
rent and recent handwriting.

“M. Bertillen then sueggested that it was
a tracing, and ended by saying that if it was
current handwriting it eould only have
emanated from some whom the Jews had
been exercising for & yvear in imitating the
writing of the horderean.

“At M. Bertillon's request T left the pho-
tographs with him. When he returned them
he sald he adhered to his epinion and earn-
estly asked to see the original, when I saw
bevaomd a doubt that the handwriting of
tha hoerdereau was Esterhazy's, and, seeing
that the documents mentioned therein might
have teen suoplied by Esterhazy, that the
words, ‘I am golng to the maneuvers,’
could perfectly well apply to  Esterhazy,
and that Esterhazy had secretaries at his
disposal 1o copy a document =0 voluminous
as the firing manual, T resolved to consult
the secret dossier to ses what part of the
trewd hery might he aseribed 1o Dreyfus, and
1o assure my=clfl whether the dossier con-
tained nnything indicating Esterhazy.

Dossier Contrined Trivinlities,

“1 frankiy admit I was stupefied on read-
ine the secret dossier. 1 expected to find
matters of graviiy therein, and found, in
short, nothing bhut a document which might
apply Just as much te Esierhazy to
Previns, an unimportant document mention-
ing @Avienon, and a decument which It
seomasd absurd to apply to Dreyfus, name-
Iv the ‘Tette Canallle de D— docenment.

“TLastly, 1 recognized A report appended,
in the handwriting of Guenee, which ap-
pearel at least ns worthless as the
seannid document

“1t was then evening. T had staved late,
alone at the office, in order to examine the
documents thoronghly. 1 thought it over
durinzg the night, and the next day T ex-
plained the whale situation to General de
Boisdeffre. T toak to his offiee the secret
dussier, the fac-simile of the borderean,
thae Petit Bleu and the principal papers con-
nected with my investigation of Esterhazy.

“1 wonder, now, if I had one or two in-
terviews, But I still see General de Bois-
deffre, as he examined the dussier
with me. stop befare he veached the end
and tell me to g0 into the enuntry, give an
aceount of the affair to General Gonse and
ask hiz advice.

Next, the witness dwelt on the rumors in
September, MM, of e projeect of replacing
Drevfus by a m n of straw and the dis-
covery of the for el Weyl letter, supposed
to e connected with the same project. At
about the same time the campalign for and
aguinst Direyfus was started by the news-
pELpers,

At this stage of his deposition Colonel
Picquart, who had been speaking for two
and a half hours, was visibly distressed.
He had occasional attacks of cuughing, but
mansged o continue, Colonel Jouaust not
showing any inclination to suspeml the ses-
sion of the court in vrder to give him need-
ed rest.

The witness then turned to the newspaper
attacks on DPreyfus, saying that the infor-
mution regarding the bordereau contained
in them convinced him that thev had been
inspired by sume one closely connected with
the Dreyfus affair.

Forbiddens to Investigate.

They ecould not, he added, be attributed to
the Dreyfus family, while they contained
expressions familiar to Paty de Clam,
whoum It woull be Interesting to hear on
the =ubject.

He next $ald he asked permission to in-
quire into the sources of the articles, but
was forbidden Lo interfere in any way
whatever.,

Describing bis  interview with General
Gonse, September 15, Plequart sadd:

“When I asked General Gonse for per-
mission o continue the investigation, in-
sisting un the danger of allowing the Drey-
fus family to proceed with their investiga-
tion alone, the general replied that it was
impussitle, in his opinion, and in the opin-
ion of General de Boisdeffre and the minis-
ter of war, to recpen the affair. When I
pressed the point, in vrder to make General
Gonse understand that nothing could pre-
venlt its reopening it if he could believe
Dreyfus wus lonocent, General Gouse re-
plied:

“‘If you say nothing, nobody will know.'

**General,’” 1 replied, frmly, ‘what you
tell me is abominable. I do not know what
1 shall do. But | won't earry this secret
with me! " (Great sensation.)

“l at once left the room,” added the wit-

proofs complete, witness continued his in-
vestigations with utmost discretion. In his
opinlon, the only event of importance in the
Dreyfus affair since the discovery of the
bordereau was the Henry forgery perpe-
trated October 31, 1806, He added that it
must have been handed immediately to
Gen. Gonse. Shortly before Henry perpe-
trated the forgery, an agent named Geunee,
Henry's right-hand man, prepared a report
declaring M. Castelin (republican revision-
ist, deputy for Laon division of Alsne), was
about to play the hand of the Dreyfus fam-
ily by unmasking, in the chamber of depu-
ties, the prisoner’s accomplices, thus hav-
ing the affair reopened.

Col. Piequart incidentally complained bit-
terly that, while he was still chief of the
intelligence department, Henry's tool, Gue-
nee, should be allowed to make reports
against the witness, who had then estab-
lished a connection between the reports of
Guenee and the false deposition of Henry,
who had testified that he had seen the
witness seated in Maitre Leblofs' office with
the document containing the words “Cette
Canaille de D—" before them.

Each new scheme, said the former chief
of the intelligence department, was a com-
plement development of the one preceding.

Intrigues Against Witness.

The next feature of Piequart's deposition
wis his recital of the intrigues against him
and the pressure exercised by Henry with
the view of fixing on the witness the blame
for communicating information to the news-
DADETS,

Then, turning to the distant mission
upon which Le was dispatched, Plequart de-
seribed the irritation he felt when he saw
he was being removed because he was no
longer wanted as head of the intelligence
department. He explained that if this dis-
grace had been frankly avowed it would
have been much less painful to him. The
colonel also said that during his absence
his correspondence was tampered with.

Dealing with his mission to Tunis, which
Plequart said ought to have been entrusted
to a commissary of police, the witness de-
elared it was then that Henry, abandoning
his underhand intrigues. began a campalgn
of open perseeution. Henry wrote to the
witness acensing him of communpieating in-
formation to the press, with disclosing the
contents of secret documents and with at-
tempting to suborn officers in connection
with the Petit Bleu.

It was then Plequart learned of the ex-
istence of the forged secret documents di-
rected against himself, and foresaw his
own ruin if the Drevius affair was reopen-
ed, and, to safeguard himself. he intrusted
to o lawyer friend a certain letter from Gen.
Gonse, at ths same time acquainting the
lawyer with what he knew of Esterhazy,
and instructing the lawyer how he should
intervene “if the occasion demanded it."”
This lawyer, Leblois, communicated with
M. Scheurer-Kestner, then one of the vice
presidents of the senate, and the repre-
sentations of tne latter to Premier Meline's
government  followed. When Plequart’s
furlough was due Gen. Lecléere, command-
ing in Tunis, was ordered to send Plequart
to the frentter of Tripoll. Leclerc com-
mented to the witness on this abornal mat-
ter, and Plequart confided to the general
the probable reasons for It and his helief
in the innocence of Dreyfus. Gen., Leclerc
thereupon ordered Picgaart not to go he-

vond Gabes. In the meanwhile the cam-
piign in Parls was continued. Esterhazy
appeared among the witnesses and ae-
Cusers,

Judges Were Deccived.
Pieauart here ereated a sensation by in-
cidentally remarking that the judges in 1804

After Pleguart had reiterated his state-
ments the court adjourned, at 11:40 a.m.,
until temorrow,

COLT"MBIA, Mo, August 18.—The man
arrested in Columbia August 15 answers In
the minuest detail to the circular issued
by Chief of Police Richard Sylvester cf
Washington city. The man admits his re-
semblance to the description, but denies
having killed Brooks. Je says he can give
the police a clew as to the actual perpe-
trator of the crime. He is being held to
await the arrival of the Washington city
officers, who are expected here this after-
noon.

Police oificials at headquarters are anx-
iously awaliting additional information from
Columbia, Mo., concerning the man sup-
posed to be Frank Willlam Funk, alleged
murderer of William H. Brooks and as-
sallant and robber of Mrs. Martha Brooks,
an account of whose arrest was published
in yesterday's Star. Sinee the receipt of
the telegram giving information concern-
ing the marks of identification was re-
ceived the police have learned nothing.

While press dispatches state that the
man under arrest has admitted his identity,
this Information has not been verified by
any message sent to the police department.

In the special dispateh to The Star it is
stated that the prisoner denies being guilty
of hte murder and robbery. From other
sources it i3 learned that he charges the
erime upon a4 man and woman, whom he
will name when he returns here. Concern-
ing the statements that he is a deserter
from the army, a bigamist and a thief, he
would say rothing.

During his two weeks' stay in Columbia
he did some carpenter work, and people by
whom he was emploved regarded him as
tha best mechanie in the town.

More than 200 revenue stamps and a
large bunch of skeleton keys were found
in his room.

In one of his numerpus statements he
said that while the murder was actually
commitied by the man and woman whom
he will name, he does not expect to get off
without some punishment.

The Prisxoner's Bonsts.

The prisoner has clalmed since his arrest
that he Is a champlon bleyelist and prize
fighter, and claims to hold bicyele records
won in contests at Madison Square Gar-
den, New York. It is believed that the
skeleton keys found on the prisoner were
used by him in robbing houses in New York
and Pennsylvania after the crime was com-
mitted here, as information recelved by the
police from time Indicated he was leading
the life of a crook.

In connection with the arrest of the pris-
oner in the house of a policeman it is re-
called that Thomas V. Hawkins colored,
who stole §,080) from the safe in the office
of the collector of taxes and went to Can-
ada, was also found boarding In the house
of a policeman.

Inspector Boardman expects to hear from
Detective Weedon at any minute. He left
here at 11:10 o'clock Wednesday night, and
was due In St. Louis about 7 o'clock this
morning.

Yesterday when the police offi-
cials received Information to the effect that
the man in eustody in Missour s really
Funk, orders were given to keep certadn of
tha witnesses in the case under surveil-
lance, as it was desired that none of them
showld leave the city until the fugitive is
brought here. Members of the Hrooks fam-
ilv were included in this order, and the ac-
tlon of Policeman Gouldman, who was de-
tailed to wateh Miss Maggie Brooks, a
daughter of Funk's victims, resulted in the
wornan's visiting police headquarters.

cusses In an Interesting way the permanent
military policy toward Porto Rico and the
need of shaping all military action with
that permanent policy in view.

“The guestion of what will be the mili-
tary poliey of our government toward this
island,"” says Maj. Hoff, "is interesting to
consider, for upon It will depend numerous
sanitary questions relating to the troops.

“Presumably she permanent garrison will
not execeed two batteries of artillery, a
regiment, mounted or foot, and a battalion
of native troops, with staflf troops, ete.,
making a total strength of about 2. If
we are to follow home customs, these
troops will ultimately be located at posts
nr:ur strategic points, but in open country,
with ample zpace for military purposes.

“No post is so located now; indeed, the
barracks are all In the midst of towns and
some closely surrounded by a dense and
unhealthy population.

Healthy Habitntions Necessary.

“I trust we will not be actuated by any
pennywise, pound-fooilsh policy of trying
to make what we have now do for the fu-
ture. We need not the experience of Great
Britain in the West Indies to teach us that
healthy habitations are a sine qua non to
healthy living in the tropiecs, and I hope
it will never be said of our possessions
here that they are the graveyards of
United States soldlers. But to avoid this
possibility it would be well to move away
from touch of elbow with a population
which Is physically degenerate. It be-
hooves us to set our houses in order against
the wrath to come, not forgetting that
suitable hospital accommodations form a
part of the scheme."

Maj. Hoff gives in detail the condition of
the many hespitals turned over to the
I'nited States forces by the Spaniards. He
does not think much of them, and says
“the sanitary arrangements were Spanish,
which may be construed to mean that they
were everything Insanitary.” He recom-
menids the purchase of a site opposite the
hospital at Ponee for new buildings.

The echief surgeon speaks of 4 contro-
versy which has arisen with the Roman
Catholic authonties over usging part of the
hospital at San Juan. The church and city
set up the right to use thirty beds in the
hospital Tor the poor of San Juan.

He savs that if any legitimate claim ever
existed it has been quieted by repairing
the old riding school at the expense of the
United States and turning it over to the
city for hospital purposes. He adds that
under no eircumstances ought the paupers
of San Juan be mingled with our soldiers.
Maj. Hoff pays a high tribute (o Miss
Chandler and Miss Bouligny for their ser-
vices as nurses.  He says women nurses
undoubtedly have a place in  military
hespitals, as there is no nurse like a
woman nurse, adding a fervent otficial
“Goid bless them."”

Distribution of Supplies.

Maj. Hoff says considerable trouble has
resulted from  distribution  of  stuppiies,
owing to delays in shipment by the quar-
termaster's department.  He states that
robbery was rife, and it seemedd at one time
as though no box marked with a red cross
(as all medical supplies are marked) could
pass without paying toll. Muajl. Hoff says
in conclusion:

*The work of the medical department of
the army during the last year has been
arduous bevond description, and its officers

have devoted thelr strength, health and
their Hves to its accomplishment.
“Blame has fallen vpon it where no

blame was merited, and commendation has
come slowly and grudgingly., Its officers
for

have reaped no material advantage,
they are without honors or promotions.
“HBut I predict that in the cold Hght of

history the results of the work of the med-
ieal department of the United States army
in the war of 188 will be aceepted as one
of the most remarkable outcomes of that
war.”

STEAMER NORFOLK IN STOHRM.

Steering Gear Carrcied Away on Her
Last Trip.

NORFOLK, Va., August 18.—~The storm
which has raged here for three days past
has spent tself and appears this morning
to have passed over Only a light wind
prevails, although the rain still falls at in-
tervals, The only boat which arrived this
morning, the steamer Norfolkof the Wash-
ington line, met the storm at 3 o'clock
this morning.

WILL INTIMIDATE DENMARK,

Germany's Resxtriction on
Ment From BHelginm.,
Consul General Mason at Berlin reports
to the State Department on Germany's
listest restrictive measure against the Unit-
ed States. It decrees that fresh meat shall
not be imported from Belgium to Germany,
but Mr. Mason says it was at onee evident
that this deeree, in reality almed at Ameri-
can beefl, was occasioned by Belgium's re-

cent removal of the restrictions on Ameri-
can cattle. The consul general says the
decree is the logical furtherance and ful-
filiment of a policy upon which the German

government entered fn 1894, He states that

the contention that Texas fever was a
bacterial disease, and therefore susceptible
of transmission by means of slauzhtered
meat, has now been disproved, and that
Professor Koch, the eminent German bac-

teriologist, has confirmed the view taken

by the U'mited States Agricultural Depart-
ment on this point.

As to the latest decree, Mr. Mason says it
will dn American interests most injury in
Denmark, which country was about to
admit American cattle, but hesitated from
fear that Germany would shut out Den-
mark’'s fresh meata.

IPROMOTING ENLISTED MEN.

Amendments (o Regulantions Made by
the Secreiary of War,

The Secretary of War has made several
amendinents to the regulations relating to
the examination of enlisted men for anp-
pointment as  sceomnsdd Heutenants in the
army and directing that competitive exami-
nations be held In each geographical de-
partment September 15 next. By the terms
of o general order just issued on the sub-
jeet o soldier desiring to take the com-
petitive examination must have completed
two vears of service on or prior to Septem-
ber 15, 15, and his age on that date must
not excecd thirty yvears.

A board will be convened September 15,
15949, by each department commander, be-
fore which any soldier serving within the
department and possessing the legal quali-
fications, and who may desire to take the
examination, will be ordered to appear.

Hegimental commanders will be directed
to report to department commandecs the
names of all legally gualiied enlisted men
who deslire to appear before the board.

For the purpose of appointment and of
relative rank after appointment the names
of the successtul candldates will be ar-
ranged by the War Department on a list in
order of merit according to their zeneral
average as reported by the several depart-
mental boards.
